Document 1 describes a skin medicine for external application, containing an amino acid glycerol ester 
derivative. However, according to the description of esterification in the document ([0016]), since the aforesaid 
ester derivative is obtained by ester-bonding between the carboxylic acid group of an amino acid and glycerol, 
the aforesaid ester derivative is different from the amino acid N-glyceryl derivative represented by the formula 
(I) of the present application. 

The cosmetic compound for hair represented by the formula (1) of each of documents 2-4 is similar to the 
amino acid N-glyceryl derivative represented by formula (I) of the present application. However, the substituent 
group at the end of the former is an ester group, while that of the latter is a hydroxyl group. So, they do not 
agree in chemical structure, and the cosmetic preparation of the present application is not considered to be 
obvious either. 

For the above-mentioned reasons, the subject matters of claims 1-5 of the present application appear to be 
novel and to involve an inventive step in view of the above-mentioned documents. 
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
